Forty of them met in Washington and 
agreed that the wind could supply all the 
energy needed in six New England states 
by the year 2000 if there was a willing­ 
ness to commit the resources. 
Many farms in Rush County still have 
windmills which were used to supply 
water for feeding livestock before the age 
of the REMC and available electricity in 
abundance for farmers. There were ad­ 
vantages and disadvantages to the wind­ 
mill as a free source of power. However, 
they do add a quaint and sturdy appear­ 
ance to the farm and the constant move­ 
ment of the windmill blades suggests 
power unlimited . . . that is, when the 
wind blows. One man in Maine, accord­ 
ing to Mr. Power, did put $2,800 in a 
modem windmill generator and storage 
batteries. The system does not provide 
enough power to heat his home, but it 
does power the lights, radio, television, 
power tools, water pump, refrigerator, 
vacuum cleaner and other household ap- 
liances. The power is stored in batteries 
hat are recharged by the wind. 
Rain continues to be the main topic of 
conversation. The high winds on Tuesday 
and the constant rumble of thunder last­ 
ing on and on was frightening. Many re­ 
ports yet as to whether or not all crops 
were planted. A survey as to how much is 
under water might be interesting.

There are no recommendations as 
to what will sprout in July, but Mrs. Faye 
Wylie suggests July 14th as the day to 
plant turnip seeds. According to the Al­ 
manac, root crops do best when planted 
on July 15, 19, 20, 23, 24, 27, 28. Above 
ground crops should be planted on July 
1, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, and 14th. Kill plant pests 
on 1, 2, 12, 13 14, 26, 27, 28, 29. Personal­ 
ly, any day would be a good day to kill 
pests. Since our Martins did not come 
back this year, the population of mo­ 
squitoes has exploded and there are 
abundant other flying insects. This was 
supposed to be the year for the 17 year 
locusts . . . has any been noticed yet?

Child Alcoholics 
Constitute Big 
Problem In U.S. 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — The 
newest problem drinker caus­ 
ing concern among the nation’s 
doctors 
and 
mental 
health 
workers is not a pressured ex­ 
ecutive, 
bored 
housewife 
or 
skid row bum. It is a child, 
sometimes on® no more than 11 
or 12 years old. 
Authorities 
and 
self-help 
groups say preteen and teen- 
aged alcoholism is a serious 
problem and growing fast. 
“It is not uncommon to see 
severe alcoholism problems in 
kids 9, 10, 11, 12 years old,” 
said Dr. Morris Chafetz, direc­ 
tor of the National Institute on 
Alcohol and Alcohol Abuse. “It 
is a far more serious problem 
than we ever imagined.” 
Chafetz said one estimate is 
that there are 450,000 child and 
teen-age alcoholics in the coun­ 
try. Alcoholics Anonymous has 
noted the problem and now’ has 
a number of programs aimed 
at the young. 
At 
a 
recent 
Alcoholics 
Anonymous meeting near here, 
one member w'as honored for 
having made it a year without 
drinking. He was 11 years old. 
Another reported that he had 
been sober for a month. This 
member was 10. 
Chaftz said many parents do 
not realize that their children 
may be headed for alcoholism, 
at an early age. 
“Parents 
who 
learn 
their 
children are not using the so- 
called ’other drugs’ but the 
drug alcohol are relieved,” said 
Chafetz. “Since no drug romes 
close in any measurement to 
the human and social destruc­ 
tion of alcohol problems, these 
parents are being relaxed into 
a situation that is like jumping 
from the frying pan into the 
fire.”

year-old Ben, said he and his 
friends began using liquor to 
get high because other drugs 
were illegal. He told of day 
after day of drinking during 
school lunch breaks and after 
school.

for five days last week. He 
spoke of meetings at which he 
said he told the President ev­ 
erything he knew about the Wa­ 
tergate affair. 
He said he had participated 
in meetings at which, political, 
espionage was discussed 
and 
also tried to cover up adminis­ 
tration involvement in the June 
17, 1972, break in at Democratic 
National Committee headquar­ 
ters. 
The committee is in recess 
this Fourth of July week. When 
Its public hearings resume July 
10. former Atty. Gen. John N. 
Mitchell will be on the stand. 
William G. Hundley, one of 
Mitchell’s attorneys, said last 
week the former attorney gen­ 
eral’s testimony will not impli­ 
cate the President in any as­ 
pect of the Watergate scandal. 
Attacks on Dean's testimony 
came from two quarters Sun­ 
day.

Fred 
Buzhardl, 
White 
House counsel aslgned to Wa­ 
tergate, said in an interview 
with The Washington Post that 
he thought Dean was sincere 
but that his "imagination got 
awav from him.” 
Asked whether the President 
vou d 
answer 
Dean's 
allega­ 
tions, Buzhardt said “ I'm not 
sure we want to put the Presi­ 
dent in a position to answer a 
confessed felon.” 
Charles W. Colson, who left 
the White House staff early this 
year to enter private law prac­ 
tice in Washington, said in a 
allegations “ are unfounded and 
untrue.*’ 
Colson, described during the 
television interview that Dean’s 


hearings as a key figure in 
campaign “ dirty tricks,” said 
he believes Dean lied, when he 
said he had told the President 
all the facts about Watergate 
cn March 21. 


Colson said he talked to the 
President the evening of March 
21, and Nixon told him he “ was 
not being told the truth, that he 
was being given confusing in­ 
formation.” 
Although Dean said he dis­ 
closed Watergate facts to the 
President on March 21, Dean 
then went to the presidential 
retreat at Camp David, Md., to 
write a report on Watergate, 
Colson said on the CBS pro­ 
gram “ Face the Nation.”
